Despite rumors that HP De- 
velopment Corporation Pro- 
gram was not funded it has in 
fact been funded, as stated by 
Program Coordinator, Joe 
Bailey. And the rumor that 
Christian Welfare Proposal is 
at Washington is also false, 

Rumors were being circu- 
lated to the effect that Redevel- 
opment’s Justin Herman had 
written a letter to Washington 
stating that the HP Development 
Corporation Proposal was a 
duplication of the program that 
Redevelopment was going to 


was necessary. Whether this 
letter was sent has not been re- 
vealed, but even if it was it 
certainly did not stop Washing- 


ton from approving and funding 
the program. 

Bailey revealed that the pro- 
gram can now begin to incur 
liabilities but he hastens to 
note that no one could be paid 
for the next two weeks.

Recently the Housing Author- 
ity Commission went ahead 
with approval for an annex of 
56 apartments to be built onthe 
Alice Griffith housing project. 
Already an area, according to 
residents, of overcrowed living 
conditions; lacking proper rec- 
reational facilities, proper 
street sanitation, parking or 
adequate schools, the Authority 
is going on with its apparent 
campaign to keep Negroes seg- 
regated and pushed off into one 
less desirable section of town 
to live in, 

The annex is to be located 
east of the present compound, 
and sits across from what is 
now a dump and junk yard, 

Along with the annex plans 
is a proposal, to be worked 
out with the Recreation Depart- 
ment, to build a ‘‘Lodge Room’’ 
in the Gillman Playground, 
Though this a needed improve- 
ment for lacking recreational 
facilities, many believe that 
being included with the annex 
plans is a ‘bit deceptive’’,

(This is the first of a narrative that depicts the conditions 
many of our boys have to bear in Foster Homes.) 

Douglas did not wish to return to the Stevens Home, His 
reason was that the people in charge are prejudice, the son 
of Mr. Fred Stevens has seizures, bumps his head against 
Douglas or one of the other boys or attacks them in some way 
From what information I received from douglas, the Stevens’ 
son is mentally retarded and acts homosexually toward the 
boys, Stanley, the son, is said to have petted each one of the 
boy’s privacies, When the boys reject his advances he goes 
into the act of butting or grasping the person involved. Douglas 
also stated that the Stevens’ son is on phenobarbital. 

AS I drove down the highway, four miles outside of Kelsey- 
ville, I turned right into a dirt and gravel road the length of 
a football field and pulled my car up to the car port, I looked 
to my right into the eyes of Douglas Person and saw that 
these were not the eyes that I had been looking into along the 
150 miles or so ride that-we had enjoyed. 

Douglas had a happy time on the journey, talking about 
boxing, baseball, girls, school, eating stacks and how it would 
not take him long to get himself out of that old foster home. 
We looked at each other there for a minute or two, and all 
that we had been talking about seemed smeared by what we 
now Saw. Looking at that dirty place as though to say, ‘how 
can you or anyone else eliminate dirt, filth or wrong doing 
from my mind if you take me away from my home, my own 
people and sent me to (whitey) to slave and eat whatever they 
See fit-to feed me?

Is Redevelopment With 
Or Against Us? 


What’s being done by the Redevelopment Agency just isn’t 
enough to guarantee you a place to live, at rent you can afford 
and in conditions you and your family deserve, Furthermore, 
it’s not being done WITH you but FOR you, in the dark, behind 
your back, Check it out before it gets too late, 

Check out these strong statements by John Burton: 

“«An overview of all the present redevelopment projects 
seems to indicate a total lack of concern for the need of low- 
income housing. In this regard, A-1 is failure, A-2 has not 
proven itself, South of Market has minimal provisions for 500 
public housing units, and the Golden Gate Way and Diamond 
Heights speak for themselves as high-priced reservations 
for the-rich and the upper middle-class, 

“We must also be cognizant of the impending Hunter’s 
Point redevelopment, as well as the proposed Butcher Town 
Industrial Park, which will both add additional drain to the 
dwindling market of low income housing. 

‘‘We cannot accept as answers mere references to the 
totally inadequate rent supplement program, which will provide 
a measely $12 million for the entire nation, 

‘‘The key issue is adequate housing replacement for those 
affected, at rentals not to exceed 21.4 percent of the family 
income, It must be made clear that no further redevelopment 
projects will be passed upon unless the residents at the project 
area have been allowed to review and examine the proposed 
plans and to modify them in accord with community needs,’ 

‘‘Why should I worry about a patio when J don’t have a 
place to lay my head?” (Eloise Westbrook to the Redevelopment 
Commission, August 9, 1966.) 

The Board of Supervisors has the power tocontinue in use 
the temporary housing, if it is rehabilitated and brought up to 
code specifications, On that basis, any temporary housing could 
remain intact until 1986. The present amount of temporary 
housing in San Francisco, including Hunter’s Point, Portrero 
Hill and Candlestick Park is approximately 1,800 units, I would 
Suggest an investigation as to the feasibility of rehabilitating 
some of these units as a stopgap measure until an adequate 
master plan be developed and until sufficient financingis avail- 
able to produce truly low-cost housing, 

The Redevelopment Agency’s application for loan and grant 
for the redevelopment of Hunter’s Point says all temporary 
housing in Hunter’s Point is beyond rehabilitation, This is based 


on a windshield survey according to Mr. William Kellar of 


the Redevelopment Agency. Burton continues: 

“In my opinion, one of the key federal laws to the overall 
development of the Hunter’s Point area is the promotion of the 
1965 Housing Act which provides that a certain amount may be 


used for the purchase, lease, or rehabilitation of existing | 


private housing by a local housing authority to be used to 
house those who qualify for public housing in the regular way. 
This program is financed through federal grants and not through 
bond indebtedness, This program, by making full use of the 


private real estate market would be another manner in which - 


the citizens of the Hunter’s Point area who are presently 
living in temporary wartime units would be able to remain in 
the Hunter’s Point Bayview Community if they so desire,’

To Be Or Not To Be 


To be, or not to be thatis the question--whether ‘tis more 
noble to fight Redevelopment, or to fight amongst ourselves? 


For more than five years many residents of this area 
have known that redevelopment was coming to Hunters Point 
to tear down the old war time housing, and build new structures, 
They have been sensitive to the problems that the Western 
Addition had in the redevelopment of area A-1 with the Re- 
development Agency. The residents of the A-1 area were priced 
right out of the area by high rent cost of the new structures, 
notwithstanding a promise by the agency that the rent would 
remain at a level that the residents could afford, 


You can hear it repeated time and time again that the 
residents of this area don’t trust the Redevelopment Agency, 
because of the things that were done in the Western Addition, 
and the fact that the agency had made little attempt in the past 
to work with the residents increating a master plan for housing 
units in the area, 


However, even though no one seems to trust them there 
seems to be very little that is being done to check the actions 
of Redevelopment. Efforts and energies are expended in schemes, 
and petty community politics, Residents argue and obstruct 
one another in an effort to get the biggest piece of pie, while 
Redevelopment runs away with the bakery shop. 


‘To date little is being done to check the actions of 
Redevelopment, And also there seems to be something pretty 
fishy about the part of Housing Authority is playing in the 
tearing down of the old projects, 


I understand that the Housing Authority was not supposed 
to tear down the projects until a master plan was presented 
from redevelopment indecating exactly what kind of housing 
was going to be provided for the residents of the area. Yet 
Redevelopment admits that thereis no master plan, and the 
projects are coming down, 


And whats happening to these people that are being 
removed out, no one knows--with 85 vacancies in the core 
of the temporary housing structure it is certain that they 
are not being moved there, How long will these vacancies 
continue to exist is not known at this time, but one thing 
is for sure if there are no people living in the temporary 
housing when Redevelopment starts to build the need to pro- 
vide housing for people in temporary housing units will cease, 

Some residents show fear that there is a scheme between 
the Housing Authority and Redevelopment, Whether that fear 
is unfounded is not known at this time, but it at least raises 
some questions, 


Residents as such are not equiped to deal with the technical 
intracacies of Redevelopment, and for that reason this area 
has a 97,000 dollar program to deal with these technicalities, 

That program is obviously of vital importance to resi- 
dents of this area, and must be run in the best interest of 
the residents of Hunters Point, 


On the other hand that program must respond to the 
needs and expressions of the residents, and should not allow 
itself to be alienated from the people it is supposed to serve, 


If we are to succeed in providing for the needs of the 
people in the Hunters Point area we must work together, 
and we might even set a precedent in Urban Renewal. 


and the attitude taken by the San Francisco Housing Authority, 
there will be very few people left inthis area to take advantage 
of the propose low-income type housing, 

Again I refer to statments made by Mr. Justin Herman,’’ 
the people who remain will be provided for first.’’

For what seems to have been 
an indeterminable amount of 
years, Adam Rogers, like many 
other youngsters in Hunters 
Point, went through the usual 
series of rejections in employ- 
ment, rejections from the ‘‘out- 
side’’ society, arrests, convic- 
tions for various crimes, re- 
sulting in three years taken 
out of his young life in penal 
institutions. 

Adam can be classed in that 
|group of people of whom it is 
said, is in a hopeless condi- 
tion. Having lived in the plas- 
terboard war housing project 
on the hill since the time he 
was born in Stanford Univer- 
sity hospital, he came to know 
only those persons with whom 
he could easily identify racially, 
culturally, educationally, and 
socially.

put out of high school when he 
reached the legal age of 18, 
During one of his periods of 
incarceration he was able to 
catch up on the schooling he 
had missed and, therefore, re- 
ceived his high school diploma. 
Adam always felt the need 
to help others. When not in- 
volved in gang activity of a 


negative nature, he participated 
in gang activity with positive 
aspects such as creating a base- 
ball team for the San Francisco 
Boys’ Club when the Boys’ Club 
had failed to find anyone else 
who qualified to talk the 
language of the young men with 
whom they sought to work. Adam 
moved into this void, filled it, 
created the team and proceeded 
on to other laudable community 
endeavors, 

One month ago, having heard 
various reports of the activ- 
ities of the EOC, Adam applied 
for a position with the EOC’s 
Summer Youth Project. He fi- 
nally found within the project 
a spot that needed his unique 
ability to organize young people. 
He was made a Team Leader. 
Adam, having lived the life 
of a typical youngster in Hunt- 
ers Point and having mastered 
the language of the ‘‘Points- 
man’’, it was soon discovered 
that he had the ability to com- 
municate with others about their 


unique problems and then — 
articulate these problems to the 


executive staff. Confidence be- 
gan to build in the minds of 
the teenagers involved in the 
Project, as well as the EOC 
staffers, to the point where 
they found Adam’s services in- 
valuable, 

The 300 boy and girl team 
at Hunters Point placed on 
Adam’s shoulders the mantleof 
chairmanship of the Youth Ad- 
visory Council. The Council, 
under Adam’s leadership, has 
already made outstanding gains 
in bringing about harmony 
within all ranks of the Hunters 
Point project from project co- 
ordinator and executive staff to 
supervisors, team leaders and

In light of the fact that George 
Napper, the Area Director for 
the Hunters Point Area will be 
leaving the community in the 
next month, we are taking this 
opportunity to salute him for the 
services he has contributed to 
our community, 

Napper a vetran of three 
years in the Marine Corps 
started his education at Idaho 
University, and graduated from 
the University of California in 
Criminology. He then started 
work for the adult probation 
department for the county of 
Alameda, Under a_program 
funded by the Ford Foundation, 
and headed by the University 
of California he later came 
to work in the Hunters Point 
area in community organiza- 
tion, 
~ Coming to this area with the 
objective of mobilizing the com- 
munity and strengthening exist- 
ing agencies, such as the Bay- 
view Community Center, Napper 
received cooperationfrom many 
local comunity workers in the 
area in attaining such objective. 

After assessing the need for 
organization inthe Hunters Point 
Area he began to organize block 
clubs, and was successful in 
organizing ten block clubs while 
he was in community organiza- 
tion. The purpose of these block 
clubs as stated by Napper was 
to ‘‘stimulate interest on the 
part of residents to address 
their problems as the saw the 
need,”’ :
